The three day "Hamification" Amateur Radio and Computer show in Orlando, 


Florida was more of a two day event since many vendors were gone on Sunday 
(and the tailgate ares was deserted). Boatanchors were around but not much 
in the military arena, mostly civilian and in every condition from good 

to junque. Prices seemd high (Hallicrafters SX-99 for $100 and went up from 
there). 


Saw two Transoceanics (my obsession) - an H-500 in poor condition (had 
wavemagnet on backwards and antenna cable connected indicating problems with 
thehinge wiring) and a B-600 in not much better shape (ears cracked off face, 
cover bubbling, missing power cord reel) still unsold Sunday for $75. (Am 

up to fifteen now including 3 H-500s and 2 B-600s so was able to resist 

even making an offer 8*). Time to see how many nice ones I can build from 
all of these parts. 


Vendors did not seem too concerned about whether things worked or not. 


Did acquire the two items I was looking for: a Hickok 533A tube tester (paid 
$80 I think - was a bit complicated) in very pretty condition, and a 
Heathkit "Labratory Signal Generator" for $20. Both seem to work well and 
came with manuals & schematics (a big plus for me). 


Tube tester was a learning experience and now I know why the RAP FAQ says 
most are little better than a VOM. The Hickok has a knob or button for 
every possible test short of in-circuit emulation (including a line voltage 
adjust) and a sense of humour ("English" setting seems to refer to use of 
creative offsets). Can even test acorn and subminature tubes in case I 

find a surplus KW-26 8x). 


Biggest concern is that the 1L6 tubes essential to most T/Os seem to be 
in very short supply - this is part of the reason I was not tempted to 
buy any more T/Os for my collection. So if anyone has any to spare or 1U6s 
which I am told can be substituted with a bit of solder and a 60 ohm resister, 
it would be appreciated. Worst comes to worst I will investigate substitution 
of 1R5s which seem to be in relatively good shape as yet but will require 
a bit more of a mod.
